as criminals, and that 


there ia no flaw in the law whereby persons 
who are not insane may be sent to an in- 
sane hospitml. 
A SKDFMIDE WOMAN; or Mary" Idyl's Trials 


and Triumphs: By Emma May Burling- 
ham. 
New York , S. R. Wells; Newport,

This book affords a tolerably pleasant 


means of killing a hour or two, but it is 
characterized bjr some, serious defects. 
The 


•characters are not very natural though they 
will bo found agreeable by renders who are 
not very realistic iu their requirements. 
Tne sentences are short and abrupt nnd 
give the book tho appearance o? being a 
condensation from some longer work rather 
than a complete work in itself. 
The people 


in it nso very stilted language. If the dialogue 
nnd narrative portions of tho book could 
change styles it would bo an improvement. 
Rustic swains of very limited education talk 
in bad grammar nbout nymphs and Fnys. 
When a gentleman, in tho privacy of his 
own home, wishes to tell his sistor that he 
was asleep at a certain time he says "Sleep 
chained my senses in his Lethean embrace." 
A poet or a college student might use such 
language, but it is hardly necessary to re- 
mark that brothers and sisters usually ad- 
dress each other in more simple language. 
In another place a young husband thus ad- 
dresses his literary 
wife : 
"Resume 


your 
pen, 
Mary ; 
let 
its 
beautiful, 


truthful 
emanations 
continue to thrill 


the 
hearts 
of 
thousands—to 
elevate 


your sex. May your works in future light 
your struggling sisterhood heavenward— 
bring them back to their pristine purity." 
Sentiment of that exquisite order we may 
expect to find on the pages of an album, but 
hardly in the ordinary conversation between 
htisbnud and wife. 


The most serious defect of the book is it 


is valueless for Iho purpose for which it was 
written. The preface states that the object 
of the book is to incite young women to great 
efforts nnd grand Achievements, but like 
most books of its class it makes the heroine 
a most extraordinary person, surrounded by 
still more extraordinary circumstances, and 
the ordinary girl, finding in herself nothing 
like Mary Idyl, will be discouraged rather 
than aroused to the utmost exertion of her 
faculties.

THE NEWPORT ARTILLERY. 


That the Newport Artillery was chartei 


in 1741 in a fact patent to every person \v 
ovar passed through Clarke street but th' 
are many details connected with tho lo 
and honorable history of this organization 
tbat are not so universally known. 


Tho charter bears dato of February 1,171 


in tho ir.lli year of George II. 
It w» 


granted by tho General Assembly sitting u 
tho time in South Kingstown. It original! 
limited the company to one hundred me 
and provided for n company organization 
There seams to have been a little delay i 
tho inauguration of the enterprise aud th 
first election of olHc ers was uot hold ti 
April 10th, 1744. Tho officers elected wer 
captain, Jahleel Breuton; first lieutouan 
John Brown; second lieutenant, John Grii 
ley; ensign, William Mumford: clerk, Josii 
Lyndon.' On the 17th of September of th 
same year the company made its first aj: 
pearauco iu full uniform which then cor 
sisted of blue camblets lined with scarlel 
yellow metal buttons; white jackets an 
white stockings. 


Before many years had rolled by the co' 


ouics were afflicted by the French and Iiid: 
an wars. 
Militia companies found then: 


selves face to faco with sterner duties thu 
quarterly drills and annual parades,

Island was farther from the seat of war tha 
some of her sister colonies aud escaped som 
of tho burdens that fell on them, but in th 
geueral call for help she was not forgotte 
and she responded promptly to the demand 
of the occasion.
